at Quantities of Dynamite Discovered Under tne 

i@ewalks and Houses, With Fuses Attached- 

An Important Arrest of Anarchists in St. 
Louis—Other Interesting News. 


F Caicaco, May 23.—Ever since the night of 
the riots and the day following, when the 
search of houses was commenced, the police of 
West North avenue station ond tho rosidents 
of the district have been finding bits of dyna- 
mite, gas pipe cartridges and rifle cartrid sin 
the houses on the prairics and under t’:e side- 
walks in their immediate vicinity. A little 
over a week ago a number of dynamite 


cartridges wrapped in a piece of red oilcloth 
were found under the sidewalk. Next daya 
boy on Quaid avenue found some rife 
cartridges, and two days after this another 
boy took to his mother for inspection some 
fifty rounds he had picked up on the 

rairie. Today some boys were playing 
bali on Robey street, near the old Chicago and 
Pacific or Bloomingdale track, when the ball 
went into a gutterunder the sidewalk. The 
boy had to crawl under and, while looking for 
his ball, fonnd a piece of gas pipe and reported 
more where that came from. He told his 
father and the police were notified. They 
searched and found under the sidewalk on 
the east side of Robey street and less than two 
feet south of the railroad track that 
a smali hole had ~beon scraped out. 
In this hole were 31 pieces of gas pipo 1} 
inches in diameter, and one to 10 inches long, 
wrapped in a piece ef red oil cloth. Of these 
thirty were ioaded with dynamite, being stop- 
ped at the end with round blocks of wood. A 
fuse about eight inches in length was attached 
to each, and all were ready for immediate use. 
The last piece of pipe was not loaded, but 
seemed to have been very recently cut, as 
the cil was still upon its end. In tha 
hole was also found two boxes of dynamite 
caps anda four quart tin dinner pail, con- 
taining a large quantity of fuse, some water- 
proofand some cotton. The explosive ontiit 
was taken to the Chicago avenue station. The 
gas pipe cartridges were exactly similar to 
those captured by Captain Schack in Louis 


Bingling’s house. It is believed the stuff was 
placed under the sidewalk 
by some of the anarchists 


who live in the neighborhood, and who feared 
their houses might be searched. It is evi- 
dent the one placing it there desired to use 
it again, from the care with which it was 
wrapped up. 

ANARCHISTS ARRESTED, 

St. Lovis, May 23.—F. H. Bergemann, Mar- 
tin Frank, Otto Fricke and Gotleib Juboros- 
sky, for whom warrants were issued yesterday, 
were arrested today and jailed 
to await trial on the charge of 
having introduced and urged the adoption of, 
at an unlawful assemblage, resolutions in- 
dorsing the actions of the anarchists during 
the Haymarket riot in Chicago. It had been 
stated previous to their arrest by the detec- 
tive who was working on the case, that the 
men knew more concerning the whereabouts 


of the noted Chicago agitator Parsons, 
than they cared to reveal. This de- 
tective states that he knows positively 
that Parsons passed through a smal! 


town in northern Kansas soon after the riot, 
with the intention of escaping to Canada, but 
was obliged to change his course on account of 
the serious delay to travel by the washouts ou 


the railroads, and started for the 
south, passing through this city on 
his way and conferring with his 


biethren while here. If this should prove to 
be the truth of the matter tho arrests made 
here to-day are important, and tends to sub- 
stantiate the statement telegraphed from 
Florida that Parsons had been seen there, pre- 
sumably on his way to Cuba. 


A LUDICROUS BOYCOTT. 


Which Amused New York for a Season—A 
* Historical House. 

New York, May 23.—{Special.J/—A ludi- 
<rous boycott is over. Oliver Hitchcock’s cof- 
fee and cake saloon is thronged again after a 
week of lonesomeness. This is a historic es- 
tablishment. In the days when literary bo- 
hemianism was an interesting clement in New 
York journalism, and George Arnold, Artemus 
Ward, Hed House, N.G. Sheppard, and other 
bummers of genius preferred idleness and 
catch-fare to work and comfort, Hitchcock's 
restaurant was their favorite eating house at 
night. Ten cents would buy a cupof good 
coffee and three biscuits hot from a griddle, 
and a dime more would bring a plate of pork 
or corned beefand beans, while pie and cru!- 
jlers were correspondingly cheap. Of 
late years the customers have 
been the mechanical employes of the night 
printing offices, car drivers and conductors, 
and hewsmen waiting for their stocks of the 
morning papers. Hitcheeck got rich, retired 
from business in favor of his son, bought a 
fast horse, and set out to enjoy himself!as a 
man of leisure; but he didn’t like sport, he 
longed to get back into the big basement, and 
within a year he wasthere as before, with a 
white apron on, filling the shouted orders for 
“Cof’ an’ three,” “Once on the huck’ pie,” 
and “Brown the dough again.” The strike of 
employes on the Third avenue railroad is over, 
so far as the running of cars is eoncerned, the 
places of the strikers having been filled, but 
‘the receipts of the company are depreciated 
through the efforts of the trades unions to di- 
vert travel to parallel roads. Hitchcock 
started from his uptown residence to go to the 


restaurant on Park row. As he was abont 
to board a Third avenue car a 
striker requested him to £0 to 


£econd or Fourth avenue instead. He replied 
that he would ride as he pleased, and at the 
same time told -his interlocutor to go to the 
place of eternal torment for the wicked. This 
was reported to the mechanics who were ac- 
customed to eat in the coffee and cake saloon, 
and they boycotted the concern effectually. 
Heaps of dough remained uncooked, great 
rounds of beef moulded on the counter, and 
emyre! advanced from original sogginess to 
ndelible dessication. But it is all over now. 
Hitchcock has apologized, and promised to 
ride no more on a Third avenue car. More. 
over, be set apart last night for the offended, 
but now appeased, customers to eat and drink

dinnergiven to Henry E. Dixey, the bur- 
lerque actor, on the night before his depart- 
ure for Europe. The excitement is confined 
to that small portion of society which laps 
over the stage on one side and fashionable life 
on the other, but it is intense nevertheloss, 
and it serves to illustrate a carious phase of 
city experience in abont-town circles, The 
Dixey banquet was announced in the adver- 
tising columns of the newspapers, and by 
placard in clubs and hotels, with tickets on’ 
sale at twenty-five dollars; and the promise 
was made by’ Dixey and his immediate -fol- 
lowing that the feast should be quite 
unprecedented in luxury and oddity. The 
realization was ludicrously unsatisfactory. A 
hundred and ten men sat down atthe tables | 
in the hall at Delmonico’s restaurant. The | 
room was fairly decorated with flowers and 
there was music but it was made by members 
of the orchestra that Dixey bad employed. 
The viands of the meal could have been 
bought separately from the bills of fare in the 
public restaurant at a cost per person, allow- 
ing for a choice of,the costliest articles in each 
course, foran aggregate of 33.90. Not asin- 
gle unique dish was in the menu, There was, 
first, raw oysters; second, vegetables or lob- 
ster soup; third, salmon and potatoes; third, 
roast beef and tomatoes; fourth, veal cutlets 


or chicken, with peas, rice or beans; 
fifth, roast snipe with lettuce; sixth, 
Madeira pudding and cake; seventh, 


coffee and three segars. The wines consisted 
of ordinary table claret and sauternes in plenty 
and champagne in moderation. Delmonico is 
accustomed to serve such a dinner for five to 
seven dollars per head to assemblages of a hun- 
dred or more. He dociines to tell what he got 
on this occasion, but it is impossible that, in- 
cluding music, decorations and all, the ex- 
pense could have risen above ten dollars for 
every person present. What became of the 
fifteen dollars of clear profit? That is the 
question asked by those who paid the 
ridiculous price, and charges are recklessly 
made coreerning it. Investigation indicates 
that there was no boodle, after all, for any- 
body. to pocket. Less than half the diners 
paid the price, while the rest got the banquet 
gratis. The deadheads were the personal as- 
sociates of Dixey, and thescheme was to make 
the rich fellows pay well enough to cover 
the cost of the coterie’s dinner. But this ex- 
planation only angers the victims of the prac- 
tical joke instead of mollifying them, and 
there is hubbub in the saloons and lobbies of 
upper Broadway. 


BURCHARD’S EXPLANATION. 


Hie Spoke Hurriedly, and Did Not Know 
What He Was Saying. 

NEW YORK, May 23.—[Special.]—Owing to 
the many and diverse accounts of the circum- 
stances of the famous utterance, ‘Rum, Ro- 
manism and Rebellion,” by the Rev. Dr. Sam- 
uel D. Burchard, it seemed to your correspond- 
ent desirable to obtain the undoubted facts 
from the gentleman himself. He will not dis- 
cuss the merits of the language, but he gives 
these particulars: “The assemblage was one 


of the clergy of New York, or so many 
of them as favored Mr. Blaine in the 
canvass. I went there without any 
prearrangement with anybody, and 


not knowing that I should be called on to 
speak. Thatthere wasa plot to injure the 
candidate is preposterous. The demonstra- 
tion took place in the Fifth Avenue hotel. No 
detnite programme had been made 
out. The Rev. Dr. King was the prac: 
tical head cf it. Heasked me then and there 
io make the speech to Mr. Blaine. Probably 
he was actuated by the fact that I was the 
oldest niinister present. Ihad not prepared 
myself in any way, and could bestowonly a 
few minutes thought on the subject. As the 


parlor was overcrowded, it was 
ceciced to meet Mr. Blaine in 
the more commodious corridor. The 


staircase was used asa sort of platform, Mr. 
Biaine and the speakers standing about half 
way up. While I spoke [ stood one step lower 
than he did, and of course he was present 
during the whole of my brief address. He 
had the air and pose of listening, but of 
course he may possibly have had his mind on 
what he was himself going to say. Neither 
he nor anybody else at the time intimated 
that [had blundered, or done any damage. 
Those are the simple facts about a regretable 
thing.” 

Dr. Burchard is ont ofthe active ministry. 
having resigned the Presbyterian pastorate 
that he held before this occurrence; and he 
has also retired from the presidency of the fe- 
male seminary of which he was the head. He 
spends the most of his time in writing, and he 
Las prepared several papers on the relations of 
Romanism and Protestantism, but he says they 
are not at all political in their nature. 


SALVINI’S CANDLES. 


An American’ Theatrical Manager Over- 
Reached. 
NEW YorK, May 23.—[Special.]—The 


charge by Charles A. Chizzola against the 
tragedian Salvini, that he tricked him out of 
5140 worth of candles during the tour of this 
country, and carried them awey to Italy, was 
nota joke, and the facts are as follows: It is 
customary in Italy in engaging an actor to 
stipulate in the contract exactly what shall be 
done on both sides. The dregsing rooms of 
theatres in that country are rarely supplied 
with gas, and so a provision iscommonly made 
in the bargain that acertain numberof eandles 
shall be provided by the manager. This item 
was in the contract drawn up _ between 
Salvini and Chizzola for the American 
season, and they were to be the best quality of 
wax tapers, costing about 25 cents each. 
Four were to be given to the actor every night 
that he acted. Chizzola says that he paid 
small heed to the matter, because he kuew 
that gas would be found in all the theatres 
into which he would put his star, and he had 
no idea lhat the candles would be exacted 
when not required for immediate use. The 
son of Salvivi, Alexander Salvini, holds on 
the contrary that the candles were as much 
in the bond asthe cash, and that they were 
properly exacted according to the letter of 
the bond. Salvini did get his four candles 
per night, and he packed them carefully away 
inatrunk. They have gone to Italy along 
with his other effects. 


They Talk About Lynching Him. 


LOUISVILLE, May 23.—Moses Dawson, a 
drunken colored tough, refased to pay his 
fare on the Owensboro and Nashville road to- 
night, and was ejected by the combined ef- 
forts of Conductor Thompson and a passenger 
near Russelyille, Ky. As the train moved 
off Dawson jumped on the platform and 
began firing a revolver through the crowded 
coach. Seven shots were fired and A. (i. Clin- 
tov, a farmer, received three of them, being 
fataliy wounded, AJi the others struck the 
seats and did no damage. Dawson was cap- 
tured and taken to jail. There is much indig- 
vation and tomte taik of lynching.

Customs 
Reform Not to be Adopted—Atlanta All Right

WASHINGTON, May 223,—[Special.j--If At- 
lanta had again to gothrough the remarkable 


| process by which it was transformed from a 


city of the hills toa port of entry serious diffi- 
culties might be encofintered. Omaha had 
aspirations ip this direction and a bill to give 
it the privilegesofa port of entry was passed 
by congress, after some difficulty. It received 
the prompt veto of the president, accompanied 
by a condemnation of inland ports in general. 
Springfield, Mass.. has just suffered a similar 
misfortune. Closely following this veto came 
the letter of acting-Secretary Fairchilds, set- 
ting forth a genera! scheme for consolidating 
collection districts. His plan wonld have 
abolished Brunswick, St. Marys and Atlanta, 
and left everything under the supervis 
ion of the customhouse at  Savan- 
nah. Fortunately for the threat- 
ened Georgia ports, acting-Secretary 
Fairchild’s recommendations are not in the 
least danger of adoption. His letter has not 
even created a sensation in congress. No 
mention of it has been made in the ways and 
means committee, and the first champion of 
the proposed plan is yet to appear in either 
the senate or the house. Itisan easy matter 
to show from the books that some of the pres- 
ent ports do not pay a large net revenue to 
the government, but the loss of commerce and 
the injury to the general trade of the coun- 
try, besides the paralysis of local enterprises 
in many piaces which wonld result from the 
proposed consolidation of collection districts 
is pct computed or computable, 

Another serious objection to the plan of Mr. 
Fairchild is the difficulty of keeping watch 
over our extensive coast. With all the present 
ports, itis impocsible to prevent smuggling, 
and a reduction of the force employed, or of 
the stations maintained for the collection of 
customs, would be an invitation to the enter- 
prising smuggler throughout the world. 

Mr. Fairchild failed to make a hit by his 
proposed reform. Itis met bya great array 
of local opposition, and by strong opposition 
from those who believe that the true reform of 
eur customs system is not in the direction in- 
dicated by the acting secretary’s letter. 

COMPLAINTS OF GENERAL CROOK. 

Atthe way department the operations of 
General Crook against the Apaches are vigor- 
ously defended, but complaints continue to 
come. They are not from the newspaper sol- 
diers alone, for whom General Crook expressed 
bis contempt not long ago, but from citizens 
of New Mexico who are as much interested as 
the general himself in the suppression of the 
murderous savages. 

I heard a gentieman from that territory say 
today that great indignation was felt at the 
carelessness of General Crook in 
allowing Geronimo to slip from his 
grip after be had actually captured the savage 
and his entire band. The Indians who were 
taken were not even disarmed, and pending 
the arrangement of final terms were treated 
more lke guests than prisoners. Some of 
Geners] Crook’s former Indian scouts and 
guides have deserted and joined the bloody 
band which is still the terror of the border. 
Geronimo is the El Mahdi of the west. 

It is said that $160,000 would be gladly given 
by the people of New Mexico for the extermi- 
pation of this savage and his haudful of fol- 
lowers. General Crook missed the opportuni- 
ty of his hfe when he failed to either hold 
Gercnimeo or shoot bim and his ferocious out- 
laws. 

IGNORANT CRITICISM. 

‘“T never heard so much ignorant criticism 
on one subject,” said Congressman Willis, of 
Kentucky last night. “as has recently been 
lavished on the riverand harborbill. A num- 
her of gentlemen have already vetoed it with- 
out waiting for it to reach the president. I am 
not surprised that the New York papers, re- 
gardless of political associations, are engaged 
in an effortto work up a sentiment against the 
bill. New York has already received all she 
wants, and itis natural that sheshould object to 
appropriations to rivers and harbors which 
have hitherto been neglected. The figures 
chow that New York has received about one 
ninth of all the money expended on rivers 
and harbors since the foundation of the gov- 
ernment. The opposition from this quarter 
does not surprise me, but it does surprise me 
that some western aud southern men and 
newspapers do not seem to understand why 
the east opposes this bill, but allow themselves 
to be drawn into the effort to defeat it when it 
is of such incalculable benefit to the sections 
they represent.” 

When asked if he feared the president would 
veto the bill, he said: 

“IT put no faith in these predictions about 
the probable action of the president on a bill 
which has not yet reached him, I do not pre- 
teed to know so much as those gentlemen who 
are already proclaiming what he wilido. I 
have had no intimation on the subject and 
know nothing about it. I suppose, of course, 
the president will give due consideration to 
the great interests whichare involved in this 
bill. I am not troubled by the vague talk of 
men who want himto vetoit and therefore 
say he will do-so.”’ F. 2 


THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


The Probable Disposttion of Business During 
the Week. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.--The morning hours 
of the senate during the week will probably 
be occupied in work upon the miscellaneous 
calendar. The bankruptcy bill is the unfin- 
ished business, and will be laid before the 
senate at two o’clock tomorrow. Some time 
during the day Senator Plumb will ask that 
the pending business be laid aside and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia appropriation billbe taken 
upand passed. Probably the military acad- 
emy appropriation bill, already once reported 
and recommitted, will again be reported and 
passed before the end of the week. If the 
caucus committee’s order of business is fol- 
lowed the Des Moines river and land bill and 
the open executive session resolutions will be 
taken up in turn after the bankruptcy bill is 
disposed of. Senators Sewell and jVanWyck 
will, however, make attempts to set aside this 
order of business., the former to call up the 
Fitzjohn Porter biil and the latter to ask con- 
sideration of the bill for taxing railroad lands. 

The Dunn free ships biil,and the genera! 
appropriation bills will occupy the attention 
of the house during the present week. The 
legislative appropriation biil will be taken up 
tomorrow after the call of states for the pros 
duction of bills, but its consideration will be 
interrupted Tuesday and Wednesday by de- 
bate on the free ship bill. Thursday will be 
coneumed in general discussion of the legisla- 
tive bill, but it is probable the week will 
expire with this measure still before the 
house, During the morning hours, if such 
there should be, the strength of the bill pro- 
viding for the new naval establishment will 
be tested indirectly in the dispasition made of 
the resolution to fix certain days for its con- 
sideration. 

The report of the committee on civil ser- 
vice reform, on the Jeffersonville levee inves- 
tigation, may be called up for action about the 
middle of the week, but will be quickly dis- 
posed of,

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OVERTURES TO THE RADICALS. 


Gladstone Forming Alliances for the Passage 
of the Home Rule Bill. 

London, May 23.—Gladstone’s commiitee 1s 
making a final effort to conciliate the radical 
dissenters. The committee has made an over- 
ture to Chamberlain, promising that if he ab- 
stains from voting against the home ruie bill, 
the measure will be dropped after the second 
reading, and the government will them sup- 
port a resolution affirming the supremacy of 
the imperial pariiament, and promising ade- 
quate piotection to the Irish minority. Cham- 
ber!ain’s acceptance of the offer depends upon 
Gladstone’s giving guarantees that this course 
will be followed. 

The Radical Workingmen’s club, of Loadon, 
are organizing a demonstration in Hyde park 
in favor of the home rule bill. A demonstra- 
tion of the radical workingmen was held in 
East London yesterday. Speeches were de- 
livered from four platforms. Resolutions 
were adopted favoring the home rule bill, ex- 
pressing confidence in Gladstone, and favor- 
ing a dissojntion of parliament if the home rule 
bill be rejected. eas 

Lord Randolph Churchill in aletter to Mr. 
Gladstone says: 

“I regret that I was absent from the house of 
commons on the occasion of your speech on the 
Zist instant. From the reports I observe that you 
complé¢tely misapprehended the meaning of cer- 
tain remarks of mine on a recent occasion in 
regard; to the Ulster loyalists, and con- 
sequently pronounced an impressive condemnation 
of my opinions referred to. You will not consider 
me wanting in respect when ! assert that you 
completely mistake my doctrine. My opinion that 
an inevitable result of establishinga parliament 
in Dublin, such as your government pro- 
poses, will be civil war, harmonizes 
with the opinionsexpressed by an overwhelming 
mejority of the public men of England compe- 
petent to give judgment, and almost every person 
in Ireland of experience, position and respecta- 
bility. Moreover, it is the unanimous and im- 
movable conviction of the whole Protestant com- 
munity of Ulster. My close examination 
of the position led me to the  con- 
clusion that the Ulster loyalists are 
justified im contending that such parliament 
at Dublin would be composed mainly of national 
‘leaguers who, in the guise of a parliament, would 
be more tyrannical than in the past. I do 


not hesitate to Say that should 
their fears be realized the loyalists would 
be justified in resisting by force at arms 
such a monstrous yoke. Ifthe protection of the 


imperial parliament should be withheld, the 
Joyalists would be in duty bound, compelled to 
protect themselves. I also contended that parlia- 
ment has no moral right to devest itself of its re- 
sponsibilities towards the Ulster loyalists, nor 
traosfer the allegiance of the lovalists to what 
must tothem be not only a foreig:' but a hostile 
body, without full and free «. sent of the 
loyalists themselves. Such has been 
my doctrine, elevated into constit ional law by 
the action of the whigs against the »rbitrary gov- 
ernment of James li., norean it be doubted that 
the action of the leaguers, through the parliament, 
would be far more awful than James would have 


upon Engtand? I never urged a_ resistance 
other than a rigidiy constitutional one, and 
if I had any influence I wonld exert it 


at any sacrifice to prevent the line being overstep- 
ped. I deciared that in that struggle they, in 
my i ng ge would be in the right, and would 
clearly be entitled tothe sympathy and support of 
the British people. Thisis what I would have 
tried to say in the house of commons. I feel confi- 
dent that yon will admit that vour desctiption gof 
my doctrine was entirely inaccurate and errone- 
ous, and that nothing in the above is ineonsistent 
with an ex-minister of the crownand privy coun- 
cellor.’’ 

Mr. Gladstone has replied to Lord Randolph 
Churchill! as follows: 

‘‘] greatly regret if J] have misrepresented you! 
statements. My words rested mainiy on your 
speech in Ulster and the closing paragraph of 
your letferto Mr, Young, of the 7thinstant. Tothe 
latter, Iam constrained to apply exactiy the same 
words I expressed in parliament.’’

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DGE PITTMAN DEAD. 


HE FALLS DOWN DEAD ON WHITE- 
HALL STREET YESTERDAY.

Judge Pittman, Captain Albert Cox and Mr, John B. 
Goodwin Stand on the Sidewalk and Talk— 
Judge Pittman Drops Down—He is Car- 
ried to a Drug Store but is Dead. 


Judge Daniel Pittman dropped dead on 
Whitehall street, near High’s dry goods store, 
yesterday about noon, while talking to Hon, 
John B. Goodwin, city attorney, and Captaiu 
Albert Cox. 

Judge Pittman’s death was instant and 


painless. 

Yesterday morning about eleven o'clock 
Mr. Goodwin and Captain Cox happened to 
meet on Whitehall street near High’s and 
stopped to talk. While they were conversing 
Judge Pittman passed up the street on the 
other side. Both Captain Cox and Mr. Good- 
win knew the judge well and when 

IIE WAS DIRECTLY OPPOSITE 
they saluted him. The judge returned the sa- 
lute, and at the same time said: 

“T was up at Madison yesterday, and heard 
General Gorden and Major Bacon’s campaign 
speeches.” 

“Well, come over and tell us about it.” an- 
swered Mr. Goodwin. 

Judge Pittman stepped off the sidewalk 
slowly and carefully, and making his way 
across the street, joined the two gentlemen. 
Judge Pittman’s health has not been the best 
recently, and as he shook hands with his 
friends he said that he felt much better than 
he had ina long time, and they noticed that 
he looked much improved. He then gave 
them a detailed account of the day at Conyers, 
and when he had finished the statement be- 
xan to discuss the political situation. Judge 
Pittman was 

AN ACTIVE POLITICIAN 
all his life and was thoroughly posted on 
nearly every political event that has trans- 
pired in the state since he entered politics. 
He was equipped with a good lot of jokes and 
told them in an entertaining and pleasant 
manner. In discussing the political situation 
he referred to the coming congressional race. 
and illustratedthe coming fight as it appeared 
to him by relating an anecdote. Theanecdote 
caused hiscompanions to laugh, but just as he 
bad completed itand was in the act of joining 
inthe laugh too, he suddenly tottered a sec- 
ond as if shaken by a chill, and throwing up 
his hands dropped backward upon the side- 
walk. Both gentlemen observed the tottering 
just as the judge fell, but the fall came so 
quick that they were unabletocatch him. He 
FELL FLAT UPON HIS BACK, 

his head striking the hard sidewalk with such 
force that the scourd was heard across the 
‘treet. Neither Mr. Goodwin or Captain Cox 
were anticipating adeath scene and were so 
surprised at the judge’s fall that they ex- 
changed glances before moving a muscle, 
Then Mr. Goodwin hurriedly stooped down 
und, raising the judge’s head, looked at Cap- 
tain Cox as though saving: 

“What doesit mean? What's the trouble?” 

Captain Cox stooped over the judge and ob- 
served that his eyes had that pecular glare 
which accompanies death, and that the breath 
had eeased. He bade Mr. Goodwin remain 
while he sought a physician, and hurried down 
Whitehall street. Sevzral persons were in 
Bramlett’s restaurant 

WHEN THE JUDGE FELL, 

and two or three ran across the street, :each- 
ing the dying man just as Captain Cox was 
leaving in quest of a physician. Mr. Goodwin 
usked one of them to geta glassof water. The 
water was quickly brought, and with it Mr. 
(;oodwin bathed the judge’s face. Just then 
C.ptain Cox returned with Dr. Knott, whom 
he bad found at Hutchison’s drug store. About 
the same time Dr. N. O. Harris came out, and 
as thetwo physicians bent over the prostrate 
figure every eye in the crowd was upon them, 
Carefully Dr. Knott felt fora pulse, and then 
niacing his hand over the heart said: 

“J believe he’s dead, Let’s get him toa 
drug store.” 

HE IS MOVED TO A DRUG STORE. 
Willing hands raised the judge from the 
ide walk and hurriedly but carefully carried 

him to Lradfield & Ware’s drug store, where he 
was Jaid upon the floor. Just then a twitch- 
ing of the eye lids and lips were observed, and 
when these became quiet the body was forever 
still. Dr. Knott again placed his hand over 
the heart and in a second announced that he 
was dead, Assoon as it was known that the 


judge was dead a message was sent to Captain 


Jobn Keely and M:. E. H. Thornton his 
brothers-in-law. The two gentlemen hurried 
to the drug store and assumed charge of the 
body, 

“When Judge Pittman left home yesterday 
morning he was apparently in better health 
than he had enjoyed in a long time. It was 
Mrs. Pittman’s birthday and as he left the 
Louse he stated that he wouldu’t be gone 

BUT AN HOUR ORB TWO, 

That was about half past nine, and when 
he met Mr. Goodwin and Captain Cox he was 
on bis way home. His family felt certain that 
his physical condition was improving, and 
the suddenness of his death was terrible. 
When Captain Keely first heard of it he went 
tothe judge’s home. Mrs. Pittman was there 
hut the children were at church. Captain 
Keely broke the news as quietly as possible, 
but the shock was severe, and Mrs. Pittman’s 
erief was distressing in the extreme. 

Immediztely after Captain Keely and Mr. 
Thornton reached the drugstore Coroner 
Haynes arrived, 2nd caused a jury of inquest 
to be empannelicd. The evidence deposed 
was by Mr. Gocdwin, Captain Cox and Dr. 
Knott. The first two stated the facts pre- 
sented herein, and Dr. Knott stated that he 
believed 

DEATH TIAD BEEN CAUSED 
hy rupture of blood vesselsin the head. Dr. 
Bering, the county physician. made an ex- 
:mipation and concurred with Dr. Knott, and 
the jury rendered a verdict in accordanco 
with their opinion. The body was turned 
over to Swift, the undertaker, by whom it was 
removed to the judge’s Jate home and prepar- 
ed for burial. The news ofthe sudden death

JUDGE PITTMANN’S EARLY LIFE. 

. udge Pittman was 51 years of age. and 
vis @ native of Georgia. He was born in 
Gwirnett county, but early in his teens he 
went to Dalton, where he learned the prin- 
ter’s trade. He was 2 bright, promisi 
yourg man, aud when not engaged at the 
perscd his time reading law. In 1855 he came 
to Atlenta, and, entering Mr. M. A. Bell’s law 
office, began preparing himself for the bar. He 
was a fine, rapid pensman and 
in a short time after he came to Atlanta he 
found himeelf clerk to the inferior court and 
assistant clerk in the superior court. Here 
he began his political career. He had a fac- 
ulty of remembering every body he met and 
wade friends without trouble. In 1854 when

be and Mr. M. A. Bell went to Kansas but af- 
ter remaining there a month or two they 
came back to Atianta and Judge Pittman re- 
sumed his work as deputy clerk to the courts. 
In 1859— about that time—he married Miss

He made a gallant soldier and 
fought with a bravery which 


déstinenished him. In 1864he was severely 
| wounded in the battle of Chickamaugua and 
came home. That year he was elected ordi- 
narv ef Fulton county and was the second 
ordin xg! the county had. After the war 
clese@ he continued in that office term for 
sixteen ears. During his last term in the 
office he purchased the lot on which 
TE COURT HOUSE STANDS 

and awarded the contract for that building. 
The courty ha no commissioners then, and 
the ordinary had full and complete control of 
all the county affairs. He superintended the 
construction of the building and when the 
first of county commissioners was organ- 
ized turned it overto them. About five years 
ago he was defeated for ordinary by Judg 
Calbonun, the present incumbent, and siace 
then bas lived quietly and out of politics, ex- 
cept during one congressional campaign, when 
he was a candidate. Abouta year ago he had 
a stroke of paralysis, and since then his health 
has beeu imperfect. He suffered a great deal 
from inflammatory rheumatism, and has had 
to walk with astick recentiy. He leaves a 
wife and five children. 

Judge Pittman was a capable, com nt 
and honest official, a true friend,a g citi- 
zen, a devoted husband and a loving father. 


ATTACK ON THE CZAR. 


The Czar and a Nihilist tn a Hand-to-hand 
Tustle. 


Lon DON, May 23,—An oecurrence is reported 
from Livadia which illustrates the coolness 
and physical courage of the czar. One morn- 
ing recently he started out to hunt, and was 
leaving the palace by a rear staircase, which 
he seldom used. Just at the moment of the 
czar’s appearance a number of soldiers of the 
guard Were rushing up the stairs after a half 
savage, brutal looking Moujik, whose arms 
ard bands were bound by strings of leather. 

The prisoner was strugging furiously to 
escape, and his struggles became eyén more 
desperate when he saw theczar. The guards 
tried to take him away from the czar’s sight, 
but his majesty ordered them to halt,and asked, 
“Whois the man?” He explained that he 
was a leader among the local nihilists, and had 
been prominent in kindling the forest fires 
which had lately occurred around Livadia. 
“Let him be unbound while he is in our pres- 
ence,’’ was the unexpected order given by the 
czar. 

The moment the man’s hands were freed he 
crouched, with his fingers clawing the air, as 
though he would throw himself bodily on the 
czar and attack him with his nails. Some of 
the officers of the czar’s staff threw themselves 
between the nihilist and the czar, but the lat- 
ter motioned them aside, and without a weap- 
on in his hand or on his person, calmly await- 
ed the attack. Itcamein an instant. 

The nibilist made a desperate spring toward 
the czar, aud his majesty caught him by the 
right arm above the elbow, and with combin- 
ed grip and twist well known to wrestlers, 
threw him to the ground with apparently as 
much ease as he would, have overthrown a 


boy. 

The nihilist had by this time got en: ugh of 
it, and he lay panting but motionless. — 

The czar took a seat clese by and said to 
the vanquished nihilist: “Now tell us what 
you dogs complain of.” 

The prostrate nibilist at once began a long 
and bitter arraignment of what he and his 
comrades considered the crimes for which the 
czar should dic. . He told the czar that he had 
violated the memory of his own father by de- 
claring the emancipation of the serfs a terri- 
ble mistake; that he had done his best to re- _ 
stere the common people of Russia to a state of 
slavery: that he had made thousands of un- 
justifiable arrests, accompanied by circum- 
stances of the utmost brutality; that he had 
kept innoeent persons confined in loathsome 
dungeons without charges or trials ontii death 
cr insanity had come to their relicf, and that 
he had many times promised Russia a consti- 
tution, but had never fulfilled his pledge. The 
‘ast accusation made by the nibilist is’said to 
echoa complaint which is very prevalent 
among ali the troops in the Crimea. He said 
the ezar had taken all the best men away 
from their farms, and had kept them idle un- 
til seedtime was past, so that they would have 
nothing to live on if they went home. 

They had, he said, been promised that they 
wouldbe led againstConstantinopie, where plun- 
der enough was to be bad to make them rich 
for life; but instead of this they had been kept 
nselessly drilling until there seemed to be no 
prospect of war in any quarter. The czar lis- 
tened to these accusations calmly, and with 
the exception of a firmly set expression about 
the mouth and a fierce gleam in the eyes, 
there was nothing to indicate that he was in 
the least degree affected by the nihilist’s 
harangue. When the nibilist ceased the czar 
arose ond said quietly to the officers nearest 
him: “Now we will resume our hunt,” andthe 
imperial party left the» palace. The nihilist 
vas againsecured and taken to the cells in 
the basement of the palace, It is understood 
that he was afterward flogged to death.

” @ubject Being How Employers Ought 
to Treat fheir Employés, Btc. 
ed 


Brock.yn, N. Y., May 23.—[{Special, ]|—Rev. 
TT. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., today preached the 
Becond in bis series of sermons on the great 
Jabor discussion, the subject being: “How 
Employers Ought to Treat Employes.” The 
ppenivy: hymn was: 


“Glory to God on high, 
Let heaven and earth reply. 


Dr. T'ai mage chose two texts, the first from 
Galatian? v.15: “If yebite and devour ono 
another. take heed that ye be not consamed 
one of »» other; and Philippians ii.4: “Look 
not every man om-his own things, but every 
mau also on the things of others.” Following 
is the se: mon in full: 

The labor agitation will soon quiet. The 
mills wi!] again open, the railroads resume 
theis trafic, our national prosperities again 
start. ©/fcourse, the damage done by the 
strikes cannot immediately be repaired. 
Wages wil! not be so high as they were. 
Spasmodically they may be higher, buat they 
will dep lower. Strikes, whether right or 
wrong, always injure laborers more than the 
capitalists. You will see this in the starvation 
of next winter. Boycotting and violence and 
murder never pay. They are different stages 
of anarchy. God never blessed murder. The 
worst use you can put a man to is to kill him. 


Blow up tomorrow all the country 
seats on the banks of the Hud- 
son, and all the fine houses on Madison 


square and Brooklyn heights, and Bunker 
hill, aud Rittenhouse square, and Beacon 
street,and all the bricks and timber and stones 
will just fall back on the bare hands of 
American labor. The worst enemies of the 
working classes in the United States and Ire- 
land are their demented coadjators. 
Assassination—the assassinations of Lord 
Fred«rick Cavendish and Mr. Burke in Pheonix 
park, Dabliv, Ireland, in the attempt to 
avenge the wrongs of Ireland, only turned 
away fromthat alllicted people millions of 
sympathizers. The attemptto blowup the 
house of commons, in London, had only this 
effect—to throw out of employment tens of 
thousands of innocent Irish people in England. 
In this country the torch put to the factories 
that bave discharged hands for good or bad rea- 
sop, obstructions en the rail-tracks in front of 
midnight express trains, because the offenders 
do uot like the president of the company; 
strikes on shipboard the hourthey were going 
to suil, or in printing offices the hour 
the payer was to go to press, or in the 
Mines the day the coal was to be 
delivered, or on house scaffolding so the 
builder fails in keeping his contract—all 
these areonlya hard blow on the head of 
American labor, and cripple its arms, and 
lame its feet, and pierce its heart. Traps 
sprung suddenly upon employers, ani vio- 
Jence never took one knot out of the knuckles 
of toil, or put one farthing of wages into acal- 


Jous paim. Barbarism will never cure the 
wrongs of civilization. Mark that! 
Frederick the Great admired some land 


mear his palaceat Potsdam, and resolved to get 
it. It was owned by amiller. He offered the 
miller three times the value of the property. 
The miller would not take it because it wa3 the 
old homestead, and he felt aboutas Naboth 
felt about his vineyard when Ahab wanted it. 
Frederick the Great was a rough and terrible 
aman, and he ordered the miller into his pres- 
ence. and the king with a stick in his hand— 
a stick with which he sometimes struck the 
officers of state—said to the miller: “Now 
I have i offered you three _ times 
the value of that property,and if you won't 
Beli it I'l! take it anyhow.’ The miller said: 
“Your majesty, you won’t.” “Yes,” said the 
king, “Il will take it.” “Then,” said the mil- 
jer, “if your majesty does take it I will sue 
you in the chancery court.” At that threat 

rederick the Great yielded his infamous de- 
mand. And the most imperious outrage 
against the working-classes will yet cower 
before the law. Violence and contrary to 
ihe law will never accomplish anything, but 
righteousness and according to the law will 
accomplish it. 

But gradually the damages done the laborer 
by the strikes will be repaired, and some im- 
portant things ought now to be said. 

The whole tendency of our times, as you 
have noticed, is to make the chasm between 
employer and employe wider and wider. In 
olden time the head man of the factory, the 
master builder, the capitalist, the head 
man of the firm worked side 
by side with their employes, working somo- 
times at the same bench, diuing at the same 
table; and there are those here who can re- 
member the time when the clerks. of large 
commercial establishments were accustomed 
to board with the head men of the firm. 

All that is changed, and the tendency is [to 
make the distance between employer and ew- 
ploye wider and wider. The tendency is to 
make the employe feel that he is wronged by 
the success of the capitalist, and to make the 
eapitalist feel, “Now my la: 
borers are only beasts of burden; 
I must give somuch money for somuch drudg- 
ery, just so many pieces of silver for so many 
beads of sweat.” In other words, the bridge 
ofsympathy is broken down at both ends. 
That feeling was well described by Thomas 
Carlyle when he said: ‘‘Plugson, 
of St. Dolly Undershot, 
says to bis men: “Noble spinners, this is the 
hundredth thousand we have gained, wherein 
I mean to dwell and plaut my vineyard. The 
hundred thousand pound is mine, the daily 
Wage was yours, Adieu, uoble spinners; drink 
my healih with this groat, each which I give 
you over and above,” 


Now what we want is to rebuild that bridge © 


of sympathy, and I put the trowel to one of thé 
abutments today; and I preach more especial- 
iy this morning toemployers as such, although 
what I have tosay will be appropriate to all 
who are in the honse, i 

The outrageous behavior of a multitude of 
laborers toward their employers during the 
last three months’ behavior infamoustand:wor- 
thy of most condign punishment, may have 
induced some employers to neglect the real 
Christian duties that they owe to those whom 
they «cmploy. Therefore I want to say to you 
whom I eonfront face to face,and those to 
whom these words may come, that all ship 
owners. all capitalists, all commercial firms, all 
master builders, all housewives are bound to 
be interested inthe entire welfare of their 
subordinates. Years ago some one gave 
three prescriptions for becoming a million- 
aire. First: spend your life in getting and 
keeping the earnings of other people. Sec- 
wondly: bave noanxiety about-the worriments, 
fhe losses, the disappointments of others. 

hirdly : do not mind the fact that your vast 
wealth implies the poverty of a great many 
people. Now there isnot a maninmy audi- 
enee who woul@consent to go out into life 
with those three principles to earn a fortune. 
Itis your desire to do your whole duty to the 
men afid women in your service. 
 .First.of all, then, pay as large wages as are 
reasonable and as your business will afford. 
Not neccessarily what others pay; certainly not 
what your hired help say you must pay, for 
that is tyranny on the part of labor unbear- 
able. The right of a laborer to tell his em- 
ployer what = must pay implies the right 
of an employer to compel a man into a 
service whether he will or not, and ecither 
of these ideas is despicable. When any em- 
ployer allowsa laborer to say what he must 
do, or knve his business ruined, and the em- 
ployer rubmits to it, he does every business 
man in the United States a wrong and yields 
to a principle which, carried out, would dis- 
solve society. Look over your affairs and put 
yourselves in imagination in your laborer’s 
place, aud then pay him what before God and 
your own conscience you think you onght to 


pay him. 
“God bless you’s” are welljin their place, bes 
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of machinery may mnake your 
‘or come new style of tari 
business back hopelessly and forever. _ 
must take all that into consideration, and 
then-pay what is reasonable. 

Do not be too ready to cut down wages. As 
far as porsible pay all, and pay promptly. 
There is a great deal of Bible teaching on this 
subject. Malachi: “I will be aswift wimess 
against all sorcerers, and against all adulterers, 
and againet those who oppress the hireling in 
his wages.” Leviticus: “Thou shalt not keep 
the wages of the hireling all night uato the 
morning.” Colossians: ‘‘Masters, give unto 
your servants that which is jast and eyual, 
knoWing that yo also have a Master in 
heaven.” So you see itis not a question be- 
tween yeu and your employe so muci as it is 
a question between you and God. 

Deo not say to your employes: “Now, if you 
con’t like this place get another,” when you 
know they cannot get another. As far 4s po3- 
sible ence a year visit at their homes, your 
clerks and your workmen. That is the only 
way you can become acquainted with their 
wants. You will by such process find out that 
there is a blind parent or a sick sister being 
supported, You will find some of your young 
men in rooms without any fire in winter, and 
in summer sweltering in i!l-ventilated apart- 
ments. You will find how much depends on 
the wages you pay or withhold. On Saturday 
morning, when you come into your counting- 
room and draw the check which will bring the 
money for the wages or the salaries, you 
will bave a thrill of satisfaction in Know- 
ing it is not only the money you give to the 
young man, but the relief to the dire necessi- 
ties which siand back of him. 

Moreover, itis your duty as employer, as 
far as possible, to mould the welfare of the 
employe. You ought to advise him about 
investments, about life iusurance, about sav- 
ings banks, You ought to give him the bene- 
fit of your experience. There are hundreds 
and thousands of employers in this country 
and England, 1 am giad to say, who are 
settling im the very best possible way the 
destiny of their employees. Such men as 
Marshall, of Leeds; Lister. of Bradford; Ak- 
royd, of Halifax, and men so near at home it 
might oflend their modesty if I mentioned 
their names. These men have built reading- 
rooms, libraries, concert halls, afforded cro- 
quet Jawns, cricket grounds, gymnasiums, 
choral sovicties for thetr employes, and they 
bave not merely paid the wages on Saturday 
night, buttbrough the contentment and the 
thrift and the gvod morals of their employes, 
they are paying wages from generation to 
generation torever 

Again, I counsel! all employers to look well 
after the physical health of their subordinates, 
You are expected to understand better than 
they all these questions of ventilation and sun- 
shine, and ail the laws of hygiene. 

There are stores and banking houses and 
factories and newspaper ostablishments where 
the atmosphere is death. Your employees 
may always appreciate your @york, as that 
style of kindness was not appreciated in the 
instance mentioned by Chartes Reade, where 
in a great factury a fan was provided for the 
blowing away of the dust of metal 
and stone, the dust arising from the machinery, 
and some of the workmen refused to put this 
great fan. in motion. They seemedto prefer 
to inhale the filings, the poisonous filings, into 
their lungs. But in the vast majority of cases 
your employes will appreciate every kindness 
in that direction. 

Do not put ou them any unnecessary fatigue. 
I never could understand why the drivers on 
our city cars must stand all day when they 
might just as well sit down and drive. It 
secms to me most unrighteous that so many 
ef the female clerks in our stores 
should be compelled to stand all 
day, and through those hours when there are 
but few or no customers. These people have 
aches and annoyance and weariness enough 
without puttiug upon them additional fatigue. 
Unless those female clerks must go up and 
down on the business of the store, let them sit 
down. Atthe end ofthe year you will flnd 
that they have seld as many goods and made 
as fine bargains—yea, better; for one clerk 
with a clear brain and rested body and (radi- 
ance will sell more goods than two clerks with 
heslth bedraggled. | 

Then I would have you carry out this sani- 
tary idea, and*put into as few hours as possi- 
ble the work of the day. Some time ago— 
whether it has been changed I know not— 
there were one thousand grocer clerks in 
Brooklyn who went to business at 5 o’clock 
in the morning and continued until 10 o’clock 
at night. Now, that 1s inhuman. 


It seems to me, all the merchants in all de- 
partments ought, by simultaneous move- 
ment, to come out in: behalf of 
the early closing theory. These young 
men ought to have an _ opportunity 
of going to the mercantile library, to the read- 
ing rcoms; tothe concert hall, to the gymna- 
sium, tothechurch. They have nerves, they 
have brains,they have intellectual aspirations, 
they have immortal spirits. If they can doa 
good round day’s work inthe ten or eleven 
hours, you have no right to keep them har- 
nessed for seventeen. Ido not think that any 
intelligent employer can afford to be reckless 
of the physicaland mental health of his sub- 
ordinates. 

But above all I charge you, O, employers, 
that you look after the moral and spiritual 
welfare of your employes. First, know 
where spend their even- 
ings. decides everything. You 
do not waut around your money drawer a 
young man who went last night to see Jack 
Sheppald. A man that comes into the store 
in the morning ghastly with midnight revelry, 
isnotthe man for your store. The young 
man who.spends his evenings in the society 
of refined women, or in musical or artistic 
circles, or in literary improvement, is the 
young man for your store. Without any dis- 
gusting inquisitiveness, without any imperti- 
nence, you onght to haveyour young men un- 
derstand that you are interested so much in 
their welfare that you want to know where they 
spend their leisure hours, and they will frank- 
ly and gladly tell. you. 

Do not say of these young men: “If they do 
their work in the business hours, that is all I 
have to ask.” Ged has made you that man’s 
guardian. I want you to understand that 
many of these young men are orphans, or 
worse than orphans, flung out inte society to 
struggle for themselves. A young man is 
pitched into the middle of the Atlantic ocean 
and a plank is pitched after him, and then he 
is told to take that and swim ashore. Treat 
that young man as you would like to-have 
your son treated if you were dead. .Be 
father to that clerk. There is nothing 
more beautiful than to hear an aged mer- 
chant addressing his clerks and saying, ‘‘My 
son?” That.young man in your employ hasa 
history. His father was a drunkaid. His 
first remembrance of his father was the father 
coming home late at night intoxicated and the 
children hiding under the bed frightened. 
And that young man has stood many atime 
between father and mother keeping her from 
the brutal blow. He is: prematurely old in 
trying to provide for the house rent and 
clothing for his younger brothers and sisters. 
He may seem to you like all other young 
men, but God and his mother know he isa 
hero. At twenty years of age he has suffered 
as much as many have suffered at sixty. Do 
not treed on him. Do not swear athim. Do 
not send him on a useless errand, Say, 
“Good morning,” and “Good night,’’ and 
“Goodbye.” You are deciding that man’s 
dc«stiny fortwo worlds. 

One of my earliest remembrances is of old 
Arthur Tappan, There were many differences 
of opinion about his politics, but no one who 
ever knew Arthur Tappan, and knew him 
well, doubted his being an earnest Christian, 
In his store in New York ke had a room where 
every morning he called bis employes to- 
gether, and he prayed with them, read the 
Scriptures to them, sang with them, and then 
they entered onthe duties of theday. Oa 
Monday mcrning: the exercises. differed, and 
he gathered the young men together and ask- 
ed them where they had attended church, 
what hed been their Sabbath experiences aud 
what had been the sermon. 

Samuel Badgett had the largest business in 
the west of England. He had in a room of his 
warehouse a shite leasantly furnished with 
? seats and “Fletcher's family devo- 
and Wesleyan hymn books,and he gath- 
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ered his employes together every morning, 

and, having sung, they knelt down and pray- 

edside by side—the employer and the em- 
es, . 

Do you wonder at that man’s success, and 
that though thirty years before, he had been a 
erage a stmnall retail shop in a small vil- 

age, at his death he bequeathed many mill- 
ions, Godean trust such a man as that with 
plenty of money. 

Sir Titus Salt had wealth which was beyond 
computation, and at Saltaire, England, he had 
a church and a chapel built and supported by 
bimself—the church for those who preferred 
the Episcopal service, and the chapel for those 
who preferred the Methodist service. At the 
opening of one of his factories he gave a great 
dinner, and there were thirty-five hundred 
people present, and in his after dinner speech 
he said tojthese people gathered: “I cannot 
look around me and see this vast assemblage 
of friends and work people without  be- 
ing moved. I feel greatly hon- 
ored by the presence of the nobleman at my 
side,and I aim especially delighted at the 
presence of my workpeople. I hope to draw 
around mea population that will enjoy the 
beauties of this neighborhood—a population 
of well-paid, contented, happy operatives. I 
have given instructions to my architects that 
nothing is to be spared te render the dwell- 
ings of the operatives a pattern tothe country, 
and if my life is spared by divine providence, 
I hope to see contentment, satisfaction and 
happiness around me.” 

That is Christian character demonstrated. 
There are others in this country and ia other 
lands on a smaller scale doing their best for 
their employes. They have not forgotten 
their own early struggles. They remember 
the first yard of nankeen they measured, the 
first quarter of tea they weighed, the first 
banister they turned, the first roof they 
shingled. They remember how they weredis- 
couraged, how hungry they were, and how 
(o dend how tired they were, and though they 
may be sixty or seventy years old, they know 
Just how a boy feels betweenten and twenty, 
and how a young man feels between twenty and 
thirty. They have not forgotten it. Those 
wealthy employers were not originally let 
down out of heaven with pulleys of silk in a 
wicker basket, satin-lined, fanned by cheru- 
bic wings. They started in roughest cradle, 
on Whose rocker misfortune put her violent 
foot and tipped them into the cold world. 
Those old men are sympathetic with boys. 

But you are notonly to be kind to those who 
are under you—Christianly kind—but you 
are also to see that your boss workman, and 
your head clerks, and your agents, and your 


overseers in stores are kind to those 
under em. Sometimes a man will 
get a little brief authority in a _ store 


or in a factory, and while they are very cour- 
teous to you, the capitalist, or to you, the head 
man of the firm, thoy are most brutal in their 
treatment of those under them. God only 
knows what some of the lads suffer in the cel- 
lass and in the lofts of some of our great estab- 
lishments. They have no one to appeal to. 
The time will come when their arm will! be 
strong, and they can defend themselves; but 
notnow. Alas, for some of the cash boys, and 
the messenger boys, and the boys that sweep 
the stores. Alas, for some of them! Now, 
you capitalist, you, the head man of the firm, 
must look, supervise, see all those around you, 
investigate all beneath you, 

And then I charge you not to put unneces- 
sary temptation inthe way of your young 
men. Do not keep large sums of mon- 
ey lying around unguarded. Kvow — how 
much money there is in the till. Donothave 
the account books loosely kept. There are 
temptations inevitable to young men, and 
enough of them without. your putting any 
ubpnecessary temptationsin their way. Meu 
in Wall street having thirty years of reputa- 
tion for honesty have dropped into Sing Sing 
and perdition, and you must be careful how 
you try a lad of fifteen. Andif hedo wrong, 
do not pounceon him like a hyena. If he 
prove himself unworthy of your confidence 
do not call in the police, but take him home, 
tell why you dismissed him to those who will 
give him another chance. Many a young 
man has done wrong once, who will never do 

Ah, my friends!. I think wecan afford to 
give everybody another chance, when God 
knows we should have all been in perdition 
if he had not given us ten thousand chances, 

Then, if in moving around your factory, or 
mill, or barn, or store, you are inexorable with 
young mev, God will remember it. Some day 
the wheel of fortune will turn and you will 
be a pauper, and your daughter will go to the 
wo) khouse,and your son wii! die on the scaffold. 
Ifin moving among your men you see one with 
ap ominous pallor of cheek, or you hear him 
coughing behind the counter, say to him: 
‘Stay home a day or two and rest, or go ont 
aud breathe the breath of the hills.’”’ If his 
mother die, do not demand that on the day 
after the funeral he be in thestore. Give 
him at least a week to get over that which he 
will never get over. 

Employers, urge upon your employes above 
ail, a religious life. You can do it. You are in 
a position not to be laughed at, or scoffed at, 
or jeered at. You hold the keys ofthe estab- 
lishment, and by your position you demand 
reverence, Now, urge all those employes in- 
to a religious life. So far from that, how is it, 
young men? Instead of being cheered on the 
road to heaven, some of you are caricatured, 
and it isa hard thing for you to keep your 
Christian integrity in that store or factory 
when there areso many hostile to religion. 
Ziethen, a brave general under Feederick the 
Great, was a Christian. Frederick the Great 


was an infidel. One day Ziethen 
the venerable, white-haired gen- 
eral, asked to be excused from 


military duty that he might attend the holy 
sacrament. He was excused. A few days 
after Ziethen was dining with the king. and 
with many notables of Prussia, Frederick the 
Great, in a jocose way, said: ‘‘Well, Ziethen, 
how did the sacrament of last Friday digest?” 
The venerable old warrior aroze and said: 
“For your majesty I have risked my life 
many atime onthe battle-field, and for your 


majesty I would be willing any 
time to die; but you do wrong when 
you ipvsult the Chnistian religion. You 


will forgive me if I, your old military ser- 
vant, cannot bear in silence any insult to my 
Lord and my Saviour.” Frederick the Great 
leaped to his feet, and he put out his hand, 
and hesaid: “Happy Ziethen! forgive me, 
forgive me. You will never be bothered 
again.” 

Oh, there are many being scoffed at fortheir 
religion, and I thank God there are many men 
as braveas Ziethen. Go to he aven yoursel 
O. ewpleyer! Takeail your people with you 
toon you will be through buying and sslling 
and through with manufacturing and build. 
ing, and God will ask you: ‘“‘Where are all 
those people over whom you had so great in- 
fluence? Are they here? Will they be here?” 
O, shipowners! into whatfbarbor will yout crew 
esil? After being tossed on so many seas will 
they gain the port of heaven? O, bankers! 
will those young men who 
are running up and down 
the Jong lines of figures, and handling the 
checks aud drafts, and handling the rolls of 
goverbnent securities—are they keeving their 
accounts tight with God?—the credit ac- 
count of mercies received and the debt ac- 
count of sins forgiven. O, you drygoods mer- 
ehants! are those young men under your care 
who are P ype fabrics of apparel for head 
and hand, and foot and back, to go unclothed— 
unclothed into eternity? O, you merchant 
groters! are those young men that under your 
care are providing food for the bodies and 
families of men, to go. starved forever? 
O, you manufacturers of this United Siates 
with so many wheels a flying, and so miuny 
banés a pulling, and so many new patterns 
turned out, and somany goods shipped—are 
the spinners, are the carmen, arethe draymen, 
are the salesmen, are the watchers of your e3- 
tablisbments working out everything but their 
own salvation? Can it be that, having those 
people under your care, five, ten, twenty years, 
you have made no. everlasting impression f r 
good on their immortal souls? God turn u; 
all back from such selfishness and teach us to 
live for others and pot for ourselves. Christ 
sets us an example of sacrifice, and so do many 
of his disciples.

Taking this as a test, the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser says : 

“This distinction isa substantial one, and cana 
not be too carefully kept in view. Book learning 
and education are not, necessarily, synonymous 
terms; it is frequently'the Case that a growing ap- 
preciation of the one may involve a growing indif- 
ference tothe other. And with a race in the con- 
dition of the freedmen after the war, book learning 
and education might almost be said to have been 
opposed. What the liberated and enfranchised 
slaves needed was not the cultivation of the mind 
so much as the acquisition of habits of industry. 
The spelling book was very well; but the spade 
was the best teacher. after all. They needed to 
have their already highly developed emotional 
natures given a practical energy for honest, hard 
work. They needed, first of all, object lessons in 
civilization in the shape of property. That step 
taken, they could become scholars.’ 

It is encouraging to see a leading northern 
newspaper putting the case so plainly and 
sensibly. Book learning does not solve the 
great every day problem of making a living. 
It is something to be able to read and write, 
but the way to make people self-supporting 


is to teach them how to work intelligently. -

and economy, men will reach the point 
where they will master book learning, if it 
is in them to do it. 


The Decline of Ireland. 
When Mr. Gladstone goes to the people 
with his home rule bill, he will find that the 
history of Ireland during the present cen- 


tury will make a strong showing in favor of 


the proposed change. 

Under the present system it takes 25,000 
British soldiers and 15,000 armed policemen 
to govern the Irish people. For fifty years 
Ireland has had only three years of law and 
order rule. The remainder of the time she 
has been under coercion bills. 

How has the policy worked? Ireland had 
more than 5,000,000 population at the be- 
ginning of the century.’ Now, she has less 
than that number. From holding one third 
of the population of the united kingdom she 
has fallen off to one seventh. In eighty 
odd years her taxable resources have de- 
creased from one tenth of those of the 
united kingdom to less than one fiftieth. 
Only forty years ago Ireland was the largest 
food exporting country in the world, not ex- 
cepting Russia and the United States. Now, 


her whole food exportation is less than half 


the breadstuff exportation of the United 
States. 

With local self government, this oppressed 
country would regain something of its former 
prosperity. We have only to look back 
to the period of the Grattan parliament to 
be convinced of this. 

Nearly all of the substantial imp-°ove- 
ments in Ireland were constructed at tat 
time. When Mr. Gladstone and his friends 
handle these facts on the hustings, the Eng- 
lish people will be obstinate indeed if they 
do not decide to give their uufortunate 
neighhors at least a living chance. Sooner or 
later Irish home rule must come.

No Up-Hiil Niagara Current. 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

In making the survey of the proposcd Whirlpool 
railway at Niagara falls, which will run along the 
bank at the edge of the river form the inclined 
railway to the whirlpool, the engineers have run 
across some facts which will surprise scientists, 
When the snrvey was made in 1951 for the sus- 
pension bridge tof*the Great Western railway, it 
was claimed from the sufveys that the river was 
higher at the suspension bridge than at the foot 
of the falls, and the theory was accepted, it being 
claimed that the “immense pressure from the falls 
carried the water up hill.” 

The present survey, which gives the first levels 
ever taken through the water line, explodes the up 
bill theory, and shows that from the foot of the 
melined railway to the Cantilever bridge, two 
miles, the ineline is six feet, and from the Canti- 
lever bridge to the whirlpool, a little less than a 
mile, it is £444 feet. thus giving the water the terri- 
ble force it obtains in going through the whir}-

There are not a few people who have a vivid 
recollection of the terrible river horror, when the 
two splendid steamers, the United States and the

Siates was Colonel George C. Northrep, now city 
passenger agent of the Jeffersonville, Madison and 
Indianapolis. railroad. To a party of friends, ata 
little social gathering in the office of the New 
Grand theater one night, Colonel Northrup told the 
following story in connection with th u tragic al- 
fair, and as it has never been printed, it is worta :t 
now.

A Hasty Programme in Haralson, 

The executive committee of Haralson county 
met on Friday to decide by what method dele- 
gates to the gubernatorial convention would be 
elected. There were eight membe:» of the com- 
mitiee. Four members voted in favo: of a primary 
election, while four members vote: in favor of a 
courthouse meeting. The chairman, Mr. A. B. 
Fitts, who is the strongest Bacon man in the 
county, cast his vote against primaries and in favor 
of courthouse meetings. This vote decided the 
case against primaries. The next question wasithe 
time of holding the meeting. The Gordon men 
insisted that the meeting should not be hurried up 
so as to prevent full notice being given and 
the peoplo brought out. The Bacon men insisted 
on holding the meeting on the first Tuesday in 
June. After considerable discussion, it was ag-eed 
to suspend the vote until the action of the state 
executive committee, then meeting in Atlanta, 
could be heard ; it being understood that if the 
state committee called the convention late enough 
to allow a meeting on the first Tuesday in July, to 
postpone it for that date. When it was heard that 
the convention had been called for the 28th of July 
the Gordon men supposed of course that the meet- 
ing would be postponed until the first Tucsday in 
July. The Bacon members of the committe, 
however, insisted on the meeting being held 
the first Tuesday in June and carried 
a motion to this effect through the committee. 
Great dissatisfaction resulted from this forced 
process, and Messrs, John L. Rowe and A. O. 
Alford withdrew from the committee and filed 
their protest against this snap judgment being 
taken. The course of the Bacon men shows that 
they are oppored to primary elections and also 
opposed to reasonable time being given in which 
to bring the people out to the county meeting. 
Their course has created much indignation 
throughout the county.

NEAL DOW'S ESCAPE. 


HOW HE WAS TW ICESAVED FROM 
MOB VENGEANCE. 


The Interesting Story of Captain L. T. Mitchel), of 
Rome— Dow's Capture During the War, and 
Hie Journey to Richmond—A Revent 
Letter Fiom Him-Bte.,, Ete., 


At the capitol yesterday afternoon, in the 
office of the principal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary, Captain L. T. Mitchell, of Rome, was in 
@ reminiscent mood. A CONSTITUTION re- 
porter was present, and made notes as Captain 
Mitchell talked, occasionally asking a question. 

“I am not yet over the effectof Mr. Jefferson 
Davis's visit to Atlanta,” Captain Mitchell 
said. “That memorable event caused me to 
turn back the pages of memory, and I have 
reveled among them ever since. I entered the 
service of the confederate states as a private in 
the Eighth Georgia regiment. I was promoted 
captain by General Joseph E. John- 
ston after the first battle of 
Manassas, and transferred to the Fortieth 
Georgia. In 1863] was at Vicksburg. The 
city was besieged by the federal troops, and 
life there was not pleasant. One day I re- 
ceived an order to make my way to Jackson 
and report to General Johnson, who was then 
trying to succor Vicksburg. I had a rough 
time reaching Jackson, but I arrived there 
finally, and at once sought General Johnston. 
After inquiring the condition of affairs a 
Vicksburg, he said: 

* ‘Mitchell, I think I shall send you to Rich- 
mond. I havea prisoner I want taken to 
that city. You can takea gaurd with you if 
you wish, and proceed as rapidly as_ possible,’ 

“‘*General, whoisthe prisoner?’ I asked, 
thinking that he must be of unusual import- 
a) 63. 

“Genera! Johnston laughed. 

‘**Why,’ he replied, ‘the prisoner 18 a briga- 
dfer general, the commander of a brigade “of 
negro troops, the great and only 

NEAL DOW, OF MAINE, 
I want him taken to Richmond without 
delay.’ 

‘*Well, general,’ I said, ‘if the prisoner is 
General Neal Dow, of Maine, I believe that I 
can take him to Richmond without assistance. 
1 wil! not need a guard.’ 

‘All right, then,’ General Johnston replied, 
‘take him without a guard,’ ” 

As General Johnston said, Dow had been in 
command of a brigade of negro troops. He 
wis attached to General B. F. Butler’s division. 
While on the way with his brigade from New 
Orleans tu Vicksburg, he had been captured—- 
ke and every man of his brigade. 

“Did you reach Richmond with your pris- 
oner without trouble?” 

“No, 1 did not. Batler and Dow were thor- 
onghly detested by the people of New Or- 
leans, because they had allowed their 
troops to commit many  outragous 
depredations. I] had to take Dow through 
Selma, Alabama. In that city were a large 
number of refugees from New Orleans. I don’t 
know how it leaked out, but somebody tele- 
graphed to Selma that I was on the way there 
with Dow in custody.

cries as ‘Kill the old sconndrel! ‘That’s old 
Dow, the man that helped Beast Butler steal 
ourspoons!’ ‘Hang the old rascal!’” When 


I think of it now I am astonished that I ever 
got Dow safely away from the mob; but I did, 
and conducted him toa hotel and locked him 
inareom, The mob fellowed and gathered 
in front of the hotel. It was then night. 
Convinced that nothing but a determined 


stand would prevent the mob 
from hanging Dow, =I liked out 
npon the front steps of the hotel and 


DREW MY PISTOL. 
‘Men,’ I said, ‘General Dow is my prisoner. I 
have been ordered by General Johnston to 
conduct him to Richmond, and I mean to take 
him there. You can’t reach him except over 
my deed body.’ ”’ 

“What effect did vour defiance have?” 

“Not mucb, but a cool headed man used his 
powers of persuasion on the mob; and, wi: 
he was at work, I got Dow out of a windo-y, 
tock him to the depot, and put hi im on the 
train, which was about to leave. We g>t 
away safely, but Dow was ina collapse stute 
on account of fear.” 

“Did you have any more trouble?’ 

“Yes, at Welden, North Carolina, At that 
place, anether mob wanted to hang Dow, bit 
I saved him from that fate, and tinally 
reached Richmond with him.” 

“What did you do with him there?” 

‘‘He wanted me totake him toa hote}l, but 
I declined. 1 told him that I must deliver 
him into the custody of the provost marshal 
general as soon as possible. He protested that 
he was not in fit condition to be imprisoned. 
In fact, hewas not. Hisclothes were in rags. 
He wore for a coat nothing but a very old and 
a very dirty linen duster. I told him that ! 
could not take him to a hotel, but that I would 
give him money with which to buy clothes. I 
gave him one hundred dollars in confederate 
money. When I delivered him to the provo 
marshal, Dow said: ‘Captain, you saved my 
life twice, and you have placed me under re- 
newed obligations by your kindness since we 
reached Richmond. I wish to assure you of 
my gratitude. If, after I am exchanged, you 


should be captured, let me know. Iam 
A BIG MAN IN MY COUNTRY, 
and will see that you donot suffer, Ifyou 


aud I live through the war, write to me and I 
will repey the money you have so kindly 
loaned me.’ That was the last I ever saw of 
Gc. neral Neal Dow.” 

“Have you ever heard from him?” 

“Some time ago, while in Ellijay, I told 
Hon. Thomas Greer about*my experience with 
Dow. He suggested to me to write to him. 
Just to test Dow’s memory, I did write to 
him.” 

“Did be reply?” 

“Ves, he replied promptly. I have his let- 

ter at my rovms.’ 

At the reporter’s request, Captain Mitchell 
went to his rooms and got the letter. It is as 
follows: 

PoRTLAND,; Maine. Captain Mitchell—Dear sir: 

It was with real pleasure that I ved vour note 
of the 23rd, and I thank you for it and your kind 
remembrance very much. I remember you wel! 
and your kindness and consideration under em- 
barrassing circumstances 

In my many wanderings about the country, I 
have met many of “the boys,’’ who greet me warm- 
ly, and we shake hands heartily—as Inow do(in 
imagination) with you most cordially.

The reporter asked Captain Mitchell if Gen- 
eral Dow had repaid the hundred dollars. 

“If be has,” replied Captain Mitchell, “I am 
not aware of it. Perhaps he thinks he ‘doesn’t 
owe me anything, as confederate money has |

Captain Mitchell has been in Atlanta sever- 
al weeks, and will probably become a citizen.

Dr. Hawtborne at the First Baptist Church Cn 
“Poverty, Its Causes, Its Hardships and Its 
Uses.”—Rev. J. W, Lee, at Trinity, on 
“The Law of Love’ —OtherCaurches

On not more than two or three occasions r 


there been so large an audience as erewded a 


church at the morning service yesterday to hear 
Dr. Hawthorne preach on “Poverty, its causes, fta 
hardships and its uses.’’ Text, Mark 11th and 7th, 
“Ye have the poor with you always.” 

Said the doctor: Nothing in poverty is desirable. 
It has its temptations and they are stronger than 
those of wealth. Byall peopiein all ages, it has 
been justly regarded a great evil. Hence, the 
greateconomical problem. . How can it be remov- 
ed? When times Jast thunders shake the earth 
this will stili be an unsolved problem, for our 
Lord has _ said: ‘Ye have the poor 
always with you.” He saw what 
these dreamy visionaries never yet have seen, that 
from the véfy mature of tuings poverty must exist. 
The uses of steam and the imany aud multiplied 
forms of labor*ating machinery, some-thought, 
by their ease and facility in producing wealth, 
would makean end to want, wretchedness and 
woe. That poverty with all its attendaut crimes 
and injuries would soon disappear and every man 
feel himself the peer of his fellow man. Suca 
dreams, after decade upon decade of inventions 
have passed, etiil remain unrealized. The drudg- 
ery of poverty is still not lessened, nor does pleaty 
abound. In fact poverty keeps pace with progress 

Material prosperity is n0 panacea. 
for poverty. Nor will unveréal 
education, the banishment of ignorance 
and superstition from the world, close the alms- 
houses. Inthe most highly educated nations of 
the earth poverty mostabeunds, Let the govern- 
ment put its strong hand to the throat of her grind- 
ing money kings and stop them from oppressing 
the poor, and by their manipulations wrecking the 
fortunes of thousands in their remorseless appe- 
tite for gold and the causes of poverty will be les- 
sened. While Jay Gould can, at a stroke cripple 
and embarrass iudustriee that support hundreds of 
his more honest fellow-men, poverty will coatinue 
to increase. Such inen are monsters, not because 
they are rich. but because they are hard and re- 
morseless. They would coin into money the fiesh 
and blood of human beings. The wailof widow- 
hood andthe cry of orphan, no more softens 
the heart of Gould than it does the marble of his 
princely palace. He deserves to be branded an 
enemy to Lis country and to his race. Let gov- 
ernment stand between the people and these 
monsters in human form and there will be bread 
where none cau be found today. A pure Christian 
fentiment is the greatest help to poverty'’s poor. 
Christianity is the friend of manin all his interests. 
It throws its broad shield over every walk of life— 
wherever man is wrong Christianity mx‘: +s its pro- 
TEAL, 

Stop this liquor trafic (now you know that Iam 
at home). Let the government step forward aud 
put an end to this, the most fruitful source of pau- 
perism in all the land. 

But whea all is done, the poor we still must have 
with us. There are men who believe they were 
fore ordained to live and die poor, but such gener 
ally meke their calling and election sure. Never 
was their more foolish dreamsthan the thories that 
would banish poverty. While earth lasts 
poverty will exist. What shall we do with the 

oor? Ido not mean the tramps, idlers and dead- 
yeats that infest the country. But with God’s poor, 
those brought to want and suffering by God’s provi- 
dences, by the sins of others. But forthe broad 
shield which Christianity throws around thein they 
— be disposed of as in some heathen lands by 

eatn. 
slessed is he that considereth the poor. If in 
the evening of his well spent life he should be 
oor, God will not .suffer him to be forgotten. 
Vhen I look into the face of the poor, I feel that 
Christ himself has come to me in the person of his 
needy child. Not for the brightest diadem 
that «er encircled a human brow would I part 
with the sacred privilege of giving to God’s poor. 
My brother, solive that when you come to die 
your spirit may depart amid the benedictions of 
the poor. For every one to whom the King spake, 
“TI was hungry and ye fed me, a stranger and ye 
took me in,’’ there is im store, immediately, a 
kingdom and @ crown. 


At the Second Baptist Last Night. 

At the Second Baptist church at night, a meet- 
ing was held in the interest of the domestic mis- 
sion board of the Southern Baptist convention. 

Rev, Dr. H. H. Tucker presided. 

He announced that the object of the meeting 
was to call the attention of the Baptists of Atlanta 
tothe fact that the convention had located the 
board among them, and, as far as possible, to 
awaken in them interest inits favor. He also an- 
nounced that addresses would be delivered by 
Mayor George Hillyer and Rey. Dr. J. H. Tichinor. 

Dr. ‘Jucker read the one hundred and fiftieth 
psalm, which was followed by the singing ofihe 
two hundred and thirty-sixth hymn: ‘“Jov tothe 
world, the Lord iscome.’ He then read the fifty- 
fifth chapterof Isaiah, and delivered an earnest 
and impressive prayer, asking God’s blessing upon 
the mission Cause. 

After the singing ofthe hymn, ‘We are watch- 
ipg, we @re waiting,” Dr. Tucker gave ashort bit 
iuteresting sketch of the work of the domestic mis- 
sion board last year. He said that the board’s ter- 
ritory was the southern states and the island of 
Cuba. It employed last yeartwo hundred and 
fifty-five missionaries, who supplied’six hundred 
and forty-nine stations. The missionaries preached 
twenty-seven thousand two hundred and sixty-iuree 
scrmons, and baptized three thousand, eight hun 
dred and twelve persons. They established Sun- 
day schools which number twelve thousand, fiv: 
hundred and thirty-one teachers and pupils. They 
paid thirty-three thousand one hundred and fifty- 
tour Visits, constituted seventy churches, and 
erected forty-nine houses of worship. For tais 
work, the board expended ninety-four thousand 
dollars. This large sum, br. Tucker said, was ob- 
tained by voluntary contributions. None of it 
was collected by the sheritf. 

ee Hillyer. confined his address. to 
the importance of missionary work among 
the negroes. He said that to teach 
them the true doctrines of the Bible wasa great 
responsibility sesting uponthe white people of the 
south. 
people, declaring that they were the most law 
abiding, the most religious, the least superstitious, 
and the least given to false “isms and ologies,’’ of 
any other peopie on the globe. They more uni- 
versally observed the Christian Sabbath than any 
other péople. ‘Tosuch a people, the responsibillty 
of Christianizing the §@7? negroes .“twas 
all the more great. The southern 
Baptist convention had instrucied 
the board to employ negro ministers for the work, 
and had appropriated ten thousand dollars to pay 
their expenses. Mayor Hillyer closed with an 
earnest appeal to the Baptists of Atlanta to giye 
their support to the board. 

Rev. Dr. Tichenor’s address explained the 
needs of the board, and outlined its pians. 

The meeting was well attended, and the ad- 
dresses produced a profoundly favorable impves- 
tion,
